Kansas City, Mo, June 21.—Thirteen
persons were killed as a result of the
wind and rain storms thae prevalled on
Friday In this gectlon of the South-
west. More than a score of others
weore injured,

Five members of the famiy of John |
Bruges, a farmer near Onarga, in Pol- |
tawntomle county, wers killed and two
serfously injured in a tormado which
swept the county, according to reports
recelved nt the Topeka offices of the
Unlon Pacific rallrond. The samo re-
port asserted that hooses  were
wrecked and stock was killed and
much other property damage done.

Three persons lost thelr llveas at
Richmond, Mo, when a terrific wind.
storm swept that section of Hay
county, Mrs. Arthur Covey and her
small child, and Mrs. Mary Bell were
the victims, The Covey resldence wis
lifted from its foundation, carried fifty
yards and demolished, Mrs, Covey
and her child were burled In the
wrackage, Mrs. Hell was struck by
lightning,

Oc Willlams, o farmer, and his wife,
living near Richmond, were struck by
wreckage when thelr home was swept
awny. Both were serlously injured,

At Westmoreland, Kan.,, Charles
Morris, president of the Westmore-

and John Gunther, a drugglst,
drowned when a bridge gave way un-
der the gasoline car which Is operated
on the rallorad. Flve other persons
who were on the car escaped. The
accldent followed a cloudburst,

(Gens Nichols, a farmer, living near
Wamego, was killed by lightning.

At Asaria, Kan, near Salina, Oscar
Olson, a twelve-yearald boy, was so-
riously injured when a team ho was
driving became frightened at the
storm and ran away.

The farmhouse of Joseph Gregg,
three miles south of Latour, Mo, was
blown to pleces by ths wind. His
aged aunt, Mrs. Altman, was killed,

fatally. Gregg and his wife escaped.

Many miles of rallroad track were
awept away and all tralns entering
Kuansas City were hours behing sched-
ule, Southern and northern trains
were marked from four to five hours
late, while eastern and western con-
nections were from one to three
hours behind.

Washington, June 17.—Statements
made by President Wilson and Manuel
Bonilla, the envoy of General Vilia, in-
dicated an optimistic view regarding
an early peaceful settlement of af-
falrs In Mexico, President Wilson told
callers that the sltuation in Mexico
seems to be taking shape.

“A peaceful arrangement can be
made, and | have very strong hopes
that it will be reached,” sald Donilla.

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AIRMEN KILL ELEVEN

KARLSAUHE |8 BOMBARDED BY
ALLIED AEROPLANES.

Berlln Says One Machine Was Brought
Down by German Flyers and
Occupants \tllled,

Berlin, June 17.—Main beadquarters
gave out the following report on Tues-
day:

The open town of Karlsruhe, which
is far from the theater of operations
and not In any way fortifled, was at-
tacked with bombs dropped by enemy
alrmen. Fleven clvillang were killed
and eix Injured, One of the alrcraft
wits brought down by our military air
men and the occupants killed, An-
other of the enemy alreraft was
obliged to land near Schirmeck.

In the westeérn theater a further de-
feat was suffered by the French, In
#pite of the heavy lossea they sus-
tained on June 13, they continued to
attempt to break through our line be-
tween Lieven and Arras, The attack
broke down everywhere, with extreme-
ly heavy losses.

Northwest of the Moulln Sous Tou.
vent we have not yet succeeded In re-
gaining the portions of trenches lost
by us on the 6th,

In the Champagne, north of Perthes
and Lesmesnil, the fighting continues,
but the enemy has been unable to galn
any advantage,

DISCUSS NOTE WITH KAISER

United States Envoy to See Emperor
Before Reply Is
Made.

Washington, June 17,—One of the
most Important of the developments of
the day which officials belleve was
promoted from Washington, Is that
Ambassador Gerard is to have a talk
with Kaiser Wilhelm himself before
Germany sends her reply to Washing-
ton. Offelals do not deny that such a
meeting is to take place, and they all
reallze its overwhelming lmportance,

In connectlion with this proposed
meoting comes the statement from
Herlin that Germany was at first led
to belleve that the United States
would not undertake to mediate be-
tween Germany and England on the
subjects of the submarine attacks on
neutral vessels and Enxland's refusal
to let foodstuffe go into Germany,

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MARINES TO MEXICO

EXPEDITIONARY FORCE
RESCUE AMERICANS.

wiLL

Yaquis Take to Warpath and Threaten
Settiers In the State of
Sonora.

Washington, June 15-—8ix hundred
marines and bluejackets have been
ordered to proceed to the rescue of
about one hundred Americans near
HBsperanza, state of Sonora, Mexlco,
where Yaqul Indians are again on the
warpath.

The expeditionary force of sallors
und marines will be under the com-
mand of Rear Admiral Howard, now
on his flagship, the Colorado, in To-
bari bay. The Ralelgh and the Buf-
falo are watching the situation at
Guaymas. These vessels, however,
have not sufficient force to deal with
trouble to the extent threatened by
the savages.

Consul Hostetter, at Hermoslillo, has
reported Indians in Esperanza valley
have destroyed crops and horses and
are threatening the lives of the set
tlers. The Americans are about twen-
ty-five milesa in the Interior.

All Mexican leaders have been no-
tifled the United States intends no
territorial aggression,

Galveaton, Tex., June I18.—Vilia's
forces occupled Monterey after a deg-
perate battle lasting 12 hours, accord-
Ing to advices received here, The
battle began with fury in the morning
when the outposts of the city were
stormed. These advieces received in
Villa circles declare that several hun-
dred of Carranza’s men were killed In
the battle and that large supplies of
arms and ammunition were taken. [t
Is also declared that several hundred
of the defeated forces have Joined
Villa’'s army. In Carranza cireles no
report of the battle had been received.

BRITISH FORCE IS WIPED OUT

Berlin Reports an Attacking Column
Virtually Destroyed by the Ger
mans—Attempt to Break Line.

Berlin, Germany, June 21 (via Lon-
don) —Offleial  announcement was
made here on Friday that a force of
the allies which attacked German po-
sitions north of LaBassee ennal was
destroyed, only a few succeeding in
retreating.

London, Juna 21.—French forces op-
erating on German territory In Al
sace renewed the terrific offensive
movement along the Fecht river,
erossing that stream and ecapturing
the outskirts of the important eity of
Metzeral and bringing up artillery to
a point where the German lne of
communication to Munstern, the base
of southern operations, Is now under
bombardment.

The official statement of Sir John
French clalms new advances for the
Hritish east of Festubert and says the
gains east of Ypres have been held
with the exception of a section of the
German second line trenches,

TURK TRANSPORTS- ARE SUNK

Five Thousand Troops Drowned in
Golden Horn—Vessels Torpedoed
by British Submarine.

London, June 19.—Nearly five thou-
sand men lost thelr lives when three
Turkish transports were sunk In the
Golden Horn, in the harbor of Cou-
atantinople, by s Britlsh submarine,
nccording to a dispatch recelved from
Tenedos on Thursday. Only a few of
the goldiers were saved,

supply division of the German army.

The state department received from
the German embassy at Cedarhurst,
l. L, an official denial of the charges,
and a statement from the German am-
hassador that the publication of the
charges was likely to operate against
hls efforts to bring about a peaceful
eottlement of the controversy hetween
this government and Germany.

In several other instances of late
where publicity was given to charges
against the German ambassador and
members of his staff the view of the
German government, now disclosed
for the first time, was that the
charges originated with a detective
agency employed by Germany's ene-
mies.

The state department gave out the
following statement, including the

| denlal of the ambassador;:

“The department of state has re-
celved a telegram from the German
counselor, dated June 16, calling at-
tention to articles appearing In yes
terday's papers In regard to an al-
leged breach of confidence on the
part of the ambassador in sending a
secret German gun agent to Berlin In
place of Doctor Gerhard, the Red
Cross delegate. In reference to these
articles the ambassador states as fol-
lows:

“‘It {s unnecessary for me to as.
sure you that the story circulated by
thege articles is untrue from Dbegin-
ning to end, It contains a personal
attack upon the ambassador and his
delegate, Dr. Meyer-Gerhard, and is
lHkely at the same time to nullity the
sincere and earnest efforts of the
ambasgador' to bring about an un-
derstanding between the United States
and Germaeny in the Lusitanian gues
tion." "

Board of Agriculiture Making Improve.
ments Which Wil Mouse QOver
40,000 Visitars.

Improvements now heing compleied
hy the etate board of agriculture on
the state falr grounds will permit
housing of more than 40,000 people
during a downpour by September 1.
An extensive system of walks has
been lald owt and the drainage sys-
tem of the grounds has been improv-
#d so epace for exhiblts under roof
will mmply provide for “ralny-day”
crowils,

An elaborate system of flower beds,
Including an artistic landscape gar-
den, will add much to the grounds.
Bwine barns and other structures
have been remodeled to be strictly
sanltary

The color of cotton fabrics should
be set before washing, To shrink
cotton material before making into
garments, set the color and dip Into
warm water., Then change to cold
water and let it remain awhile.

The number of graduates from the
College of Agriculture of the Univer<
sity of Nebraska this year Is 25 per
cent greater than that of last year.

From
this amount $2,156.86 is taken to cor-
rect errors of previous apportionments,
leaving $468,480.18 to be apportioned
among 208,318 pupils entitled to share,
which makes a per capita distribution
of $1,271.93.

Adjutant General Hall of the Ne-
braska Nationnl guard has issued a
schedule of iustructions for the offi
cers’ camp, to be held at Lincoln,
June 20 to 26.

REVEAL BIG, FRAUDS

VIOLATORS OF OLEO LAW COSTS
GOVERNMENT MILLIONS,

INVESTIGATION MADE PUBLIC

Forty.two Convicted and Twenty-nine
Have Been Given Sentence
Since January First,

Washington.—How violators of the
oleomargarine law have defrauded the
federnl government out of at least
$27.000,000 due in stamp and special
tnxes was revealed by Secretary Mo
Adoo, In a statement based wupon a
prelimingry report on a sweeplng In
vestigation conducted by Commis.
sloner Osborn of the internal revebue
bureaw.

Frauds committed as long ago e
1902, immedlately after the enact
ment of the law, have been uncovered
by the commissioner. He began hia
inquiry some months ago, but until
recently no Inkling had been given of
the wide scope of the investigation or
of its results,

T'npaid taxes aggregating $851,000
have been recovered and deposited in
the treasury, “with the prospect of
further very heavy collections." For-
ty-two violators ol the law have been
convicted since January 1, and twen-
ty-nine of these have been given pris-
on sentences. Fines aggregating $148,-
000 have been assessed in addition to
the recoveries actually made, and the
announcement deelares that while the
fraoudulent practices of this sort have
probably been checked, the Investigu-
tion will be continued and every law-
breaker brought to justice.

The announcement shows that since
1902 more than 200,000,000 pounds of
colored oleomargarine have been min-
ufactured and fraudulently sold a8 un-
colored oleo.

Wife of Prison Warden Killed,

Joliet, 11L—Mrs, Edmund M. Allen,
the young wife of the warden of the
slale penitentiary here and former
comic opera favorite, wag found dead
and burned in her bed in the
varden’s suite in the penitentiary. A
wound on the left temple and the
rapidity with which the flames char-
red her body almost beyond recogni-
tion gave rise to the belief that she
had been stunned by a blow on the
hend, and her night clothes souked
with aleohol and lgnited., A botile
which had contained alcobol was
found in the room, together with a
heavy water bottle which might have
been the instrument with which she
was struck. An examination showed
she had not been outraged., Mrs. Al-
len was formerly a prima donna of a
company presenting “The Merry Wi-
dow.” Her maiden name was Odette
Malzee Bordeoux, and her home Los
Angeles. Joseph Campbell, a negro
conviet, who acted as the Allens’
house servant and who lived in the
warden's suite was placed in solitary
confinement after a committes of
prison officials had investigated the
fire. He will be charzed with murder,
it was said.

Riot Causes Great Loss.
Petrograd.—Moscow guffered dam-
age to the extent of $20,000,000 dur-
ing the recent anti-German demonstra-
tions, in which nearly 500 stores and
factories and more than 200 private
lodgings were wrecked.

The mobs turned the city into wild
disorder, necording to eye witnesses,
The rioters, heated with liguor which
they found in demolished wine stores,
became reckless in their pillaging,.
setting fire to and destroving many
stores and apartments, the owners of
which were Russians, Of the taotal
number of buildings destroyed only
113 belonged to Austro-German sub-

jects. The demonstrations began
early June 9 and lasted more than
twenty-four hours, The number of

fatalities is not known.

Admits Sale of Arms by America O, K.
Berlin,—Writing in the Tageblatt,
Prof. Jastrow upheld the American
contention that the United States
does not violate nentrality by permit-
ting the sule of arms to the allies.

From the legal standpoint, he sald,
the American argument that the al-
lies' control of the seus alone makes
them the sole purchasers is sound.

Profl. Jastrow, however, declared
that since the United States has tak-
en this position it would be lmpos-
sible for her to play the role of peace
maker. Other Berlin newspapers de.
vote columns to whether the United
States is justified in selling arms to
Germany's enemies.,

Thaw Gets Jury Trial.

New York.—The state has lost its
fight to prevent a jury trinl demanded
by Harry K. Thaw to decide legally
whether or not he Is ipsane. If he is
declured sane, he will ga free: if in-
sane, he will be sent back to Mat-
teawan.
